DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 2/1 0/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 27, 30-36, 38-49, 54, and 55 are allowed. 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 36, 38-49, 54, and 55 are allowed for the reasons cited in the 
previous office action. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance for claims 27 and 30-35: Prior art fails to disclose an X-ray fluorescence 
system comprising a sample holder positioned in proximity to the aperture to hold a 
sample, the sample maintained at atmospheric pressure, as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
